A copper mine was opened fome years fince far-) 


ther down the Miffiflippi, and to the great furprife 
ofthe labourers, a large collection of the mining 
tools were found feveral fathoms below the fuperf- 
cies of the earth. Another perfon, in digging for a 
well, difcovered a furnace of brick work five fa- 
thoms below the prefent farface ; and in this furnace 
were found a quantity of coals and firebrands, 
which, for aught we know, might have been kind- 
led in the days of Mofes or Lycurgus. 

‘Net long fince, at a {pot on the thore of the Ohio, 
where the bank had been wailed by the undermining 
of the water, a ftowe dropped out of the hardett kind 
of black marble, about feven pounds in weight, hav- 
ing twelve equal furfaces, each furface being mathe- 
matically equilateral and equiangular five fided f- 
gures ; this does not appear to be a Jofus nature, 
but a work of exquifite art,the offspring of human in- 
genuity. Nearthe falls of the Mififippi, there is a 
{alt {pring in the bed of the river, which has been 
enclofed with tone work ofunknown antiquity, to 
keep out the frefh water. Tn times of frethes, how- 
ever, the river overflows the ftone work and mixes 
with the brine, fo thatitdoes not aiford falt to the 
favages hereabouts until the river is confiderably 
fallen. 

In feveral places, circular fortifications have been 
difcovered in the fame country: thefe are conftantly 
inclofed with deep ditches and fenced with a breait 
wo k. From thefe, and many other fimilar remains of 
antiquity, one would be inclined to think the world 
much older than has been commonly imagined. Several 
tribes on the weftern fide of the = river above-men- 
tioned, date their national exiftence for more than 
twenty thoufaad moons back, andthe Indians of the 
weftern world go infinitely farther into the depths of 
time, though both relate many events of thefe diftant 
periods that are evidently mixed with fable.

dicate the evil of debitorial co-ercion entirely, and 
to prevent the neceflity of fuch a policy, as a wife 
law giver will ever prefer, if it be poffible, the pre- 
vention of an abufe, than punifhing it after its com- 
miflien, To cut the evil of impiifoument for debr 


TRUST, that has proved fo fatal to thoufands, 
tempting as the embraces of Dalilah, that is conti- 
nually conducting fouls into the dalorous gloom of 
4 prifon, muft be obliterated, if poflible, from the 
mutual bufinefs of mankind, otherwife it will forever 
be the parent of jails; mifery, and misfortune, both 
to debtor and creditor; but as it is a fubject of deep 
and extenfive confideration, it will be treated of in 
fome future number. 

The following plan for the amelioration of the 
condition of fuch needy and dittreffed perfons as bap- 
pen to be under the reitraint of a prifon, and are 
willing to work, may, perhaps, afford fome hints 
that may be enlarged upon on another occafion. 
Poor and diftreffed perions are particularly mention- 
ed; becaufe, to the difgrace of humun policy, as 
well as of human nature, characters are frequently 
found in jails, under the defcription of debtors, who 
are revelling in abundance on éhe fruits of the labours 
of others—ot thoie we fhall fay nothing. ‘There muft 
be fome great defect in a fyitem of government 
which permits a man to eajoy his ill-gotten hoard, 
procured from the credulity of others, and perhaps 
io their certain ruin, where he is legaliy fecure from 


minds. 


The Plan. 

To procure a decent, hone man, we will fay, for 
initance, a fhoemaxer. Let him purchafe two, three, 
four, or more benches adapted to his trade, with 
the common tools and implements there‘o belonging ; 
the whole of which would cof but a finall dum; 
likewife leather, and other neceflary articles, proper 
for msking common cheap fhoes for poor perfons, 
fervants and negroes. Let him cut out the leather, 
and give affiitance for a few days toany confined 

rfon withing to learn to few them; the neceflar, 
Coowledge ot which might be acquired in a very 
fhort time; by which any perfon of application and 
induftry might earn two, three, or more fhillings a 
day, which would fapply him with the neceffaries of 
life. The nextthing would be to-makean engage- 
ment with fome thee ftore or thop to feil the thoes 
thus made on a {mall commifhon, including the ex- 
pence of advertifing (and which no benevolent prin- 
cer would charge for) that at fucha place or places 
common fhoes, iewed by ditrefled perfons in prifon, 
for their owa emolament, were to be difpofed af. 
Hundreds who have occafion fer this artieic, would 
inflantly reiort to fuch a fhop for a fupply, in prefe- 
rence to others, from a benevolent principle “tural 
to man, bat which mult be awakened to be kept in 
a€tion. The profi.s would in a fhorttime tepay the 















benevolent fhoemaker for his materials and expence ; 
and perhaps there might be a farplas for the relief of 
fach as are difabled from working. This hintmigke 
be improved on—a ber of the eafier trades might 
in the fame way be introduced imo jails, and affor 

a conitant fund for the relief of the poor. Betides,

If thefe, who 
are the harpies and vultures ef mankind, have com- 
manded fo much legiflative confideration—thefe, who, 
were it in their power, would by\ their robberies and 
murders defolate the world, and drive the plough-fheer 
of deitructtion over the creation—who—“ like death 
would reign o’er flaughtered. fubjeéts and a defert 
piain’”’—If the fituation and comfort of fach of thefe 
whofe fentences are imprifonment for life, or terms of 
years, has claimed fo much attention from legiflatures, 
why are the poor and needy to be neglected, whofe 
crime is frequently misfortune only ?

At the fame time 
that {peculative fpirit which has fo fatally difplayed it- 
felf in America, to the ruin of thoufands, is un- 
known among them—a ready money interior intercourfe 
originates with the rich and conftantly pervades all the 
inferior claffes of fubje&s—Boads and notes are therefore 
unknown to them—the rich man pays the mechanic or 
artilt the moment his work or machine is completed— 
the artilt is confequently enabled to pay in ready money 
thofe fubordinate handicrafts that may be neceffary to 
his purpofe, and fo ox—Hence, the k :

which are crimes of the deepeft dye in the T'urkifh code

It is ftrange thatin the chrifttan world, the greatett 
political abufes, and the leait fenfe of honour in matters 
of pecuniary contraé fhould prevail. It cannot be 
imputable to the chriftian fyftem, purely fuch, which 


is at once democratic, benenevolent, humane, and. 


merciful ; but may probably in a creat meafure be owing 
to its abufes, which we leave to the confideration 
others.
